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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

S.U.S. should be spelled out at first appearance in the claims (claim 1), in order to avoid 
confusion with Standard Universal Systems,Specific United Systems, Specialized Unit 
Sequences, and other possible interpretations. 

Claims 1-19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Geary -3395990. 

Claims 1-19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by GARDEN - 
4902510. 

Claims 1, 2, 5-13 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fishbein 
etal 5104659. 

Claims 1-5, 9-10 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Waldstein 
4176076). 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/20/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues preamble carries weight, SUS is defined in dictionary, & prior art 
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provides no barrier, or Geary) viscosity. Absent any showing that the prior art viscosity is 
insufficient to provide some kind of barrier functionality, and absent any claim to an 
identifiable compound(s) providing the barroer while including an unidentified non-systemic 
pesticide, the prior art is seen as meeting the compositions & methods, as instantly claimed.
